The gift-making season is upon us. 


with its pleasures and burdens. Mil- 
lions of gifts, great and small, will be 
distributed, with varying motives. It 
is appropriate that all who respect the 
Divine will should learn to govern 
themselves in this matter, as in everj - 
thing, in harmony therewith. Undoubt- 
edly many gifts are presented with a 
•view to paving a way for more than 
compensating favors and privileges. As 
the wise man has said, "A man's gift 
maketh room for him and bringethhini 
before great men/' (Prov. IS: 16) Al- 
though "this is not the most honorable 
n'otive for gift-making, neither is it 
necessarily a dishonorable procedure. 
It is, so to speak, an acknowledgment 
of the favor in advance, and an expres- 
sion of appreciation of the service ex- 
pected And who should not wisn to 
make reasonable returns for every fa- 
-vor? Surely such a desire is in fullest 
accord ^ith justice, and with the 
! Lord's and the Apostle's directions, 
' "Ot\ e no man anything but love." Our 
debt of love we can ne\er discharge. 
If every one who sought a service or 
received a benefit were scrupulously 
just in making the terms therefor, un- 
doubtedly the whole world TV ould be- 
come more generous and more genial. 


The mean gift — we may say The only 


mean kind of gift— is the hypocritical 
one, which represents neither heart 
love, nor gratitude, nor a desire to 
make just returns. Let us not encour- 
age. either in ourselves or in others. 
such eift-making. It is injurious every 
•way— ^i despicable If we have no good 
motive for the gift-making, we would a 
thousand times better gne nothing 
Such honestv would ha"ve a berter ef- 
fect on thp friend-or neighbor, as well 
as upon our own hearts. 


The Most Desirable Motive. 


Of all the motives leading to gift- 


making. love, affection, is the very 
highest, the ideal. Whether great or 
high, rich or poor, such gifts from the 
heart to the beloved ones should be 
brought with a view to the expression 
of the sentiment represented and the 
needs or .pleasures of the -one served,, 
and not with any desire to make a 
gaudy show. Such gifts should be in 
value within our r&asonable ability— a 
reasonable service. If rich, our gifts 
should be in some measure of corre- 
spondence to our earthly possessions. 
If intended to represent very deep love 
and devotion, they should be of such 
character as would represent this — 
either in cost of time -or in cost of 
money. Aside from this our inter- 
changes with our friends would best 
usually be of small commercial value, 
but emblematic in some sense of our 
love, our fellowship. 


Kings are supposed to be wealthy 


and their gifts to correspond while the 
gifts o.f their subjects to them might 
be great or small, according to the rank 
and wealth of the subject. This brings 
us to the pith of our topic, the relation- 
ship between the Great King Eternal, 
our Creator, and ourselves, as his re- 
deemed. forgiven, reconciled and spirit- 
begotten children. What gifts has the 
Father of Lights for such and what 
gift shall they render to him in return ' 
This gift-making on God's part is the 
foundation of the entire custom. As the 
Apostle expresses it. "Xot that we fir^t 
loved God. but that he loved us and 
gave his Son for us." That gift of his 
Son has been more or less appreciated 
by mankind and is celebrate_d bj the 
Christmas festivities of Christendom 
with more or less sympathetic inteHi 
gence. As the Great King, he gave a 
Great Gift, because of mankind's great 
need. Nothing 'ess would have availed 
for orr relief. Nothing less would have 
manifested the opulence Of the Divin" 
Mercy and Love. 


No Injustice in the Gift. 


At first thought it might aopear that 


our Creator's gift was at the expense 
of another—his Son. It is onlj 
we come to understand the matter 
from the Divine standpoint that we 
sain the proper conception of thi 
transaction, namely, that the Son oi 
God entered sympathetically into the 
Pivine program connected with the 
gift, so that he delighted to do it and 
•was highly rewarded for his sacrifice: 
on account of which the Father hath 
"Hishly exalted him and given him a 
name above every name, thai at the 
name of Jesus every knee should bow 
and every toneue confess, of things ii 
heaven and on earth/"

To those 
who get the proper view of this Gift of 
God's love; "He is altogether lovely." 
(S. of S. 5:16.) Grading backward in 
proportion to the daikness and blind- 
ness and deafness, th« Gift of God's 
love as lest> and .lets known, under- 
stood, appreciated, e\ en amongst those 
who have named hib name, and are 
known as Christians. 


King of all kings and Over-Lord, our 


heavenly Father did not content him- 
self with merely this great Gift, but, as 
the Apostle declares, "He that spared 
not his own Son, but delivered him up 
£or us all, shall he not with him also 
fieely give us all things?" And again, 
"Therefore, all things ai e yours; and je 
lire Christ's and Christ is God's." (Rom. 
6:32; 1 Cor. 3:21,23 ) What wonderful 
things are these, and s\ho can under- 
tand and receive them? Ah! as the 
scriptures declare, "The secret of the 
Lord is with them that reverence him.

He showed them first the Gift of his 
ave, and then, because they accepted 
hat -with gratitude, with thankfulness, 
esponsively he was pleased to (pour 
pon them favor upon favor, grace upon 
race, gift upon gift, that all of his1 
lessings might be theirs, the Very 
Ilect's!
